The functional of these Boards will he to advise the Cen- 
tral Advisory Board for Salt/Govcmment of India on tho 
administrwtion of the proceeds of salt cess levied under Sec- 
tion 3 of the Salt Cess Act, 1953 and to make recommenda- 
tions generally for measures conducive to the development of 
stilt industry, (j.g., 

(r) estaWishmenl and maintenance ol researreh station;, 
model farms and salt factories; 

(ii) fixing the grades of salt and improving its quality; 

(iil) development of cxpoit;;; 

(iv) promoting and encouraging co-operative efforts 
among the manufaclurers of salt;

3. (a) The Boards will have a term of three years from 
the date of their reconstitution. 

(b) If the seait of a non-ofUcial member falls vacant, the 
Central Government shall make fresh nomination to fill up 
the vacancy for the unexpired portion of the terms of the 
Board. 

4. (a) If a nominated member is not in a position to 
attend the meeting, he will intimate the fact in writing to the 
Chairman of the Board, 

(b) The quonim for a meeting of the Board shall be three. 

(c) Every non-official member attending the meeting of the 
Board or a sub-committee duly constituted by the Board 
shall be entitled to travelling allow.ance and daily aUow.mcc 
a.s atimissible under the rules or as approved by Central 
Government from time to time. 

(d) Controlling Officers for the purpose of counter- 
signing the travelling and daily allowance bills of non- 
offlclaTs Members of the Boards will be a'S indicated below: —

(f) If a non-official member loaves India, he shall intimate 
to the Chairman of the Board, before leaving India, the date 
of his departure from and the date of his expected return to 
India, and, if he intends to be absent from India for a- period 
longer than six months, he shall tender his resignation. If 
any such member leaves India without complying with tho 
above, he shall bo deemed to have resigned with effect from 
the date of his departure from India. 

(g) All M.P. Members of the Regional Advisory Boards 
may attend the meeting of the Central Advisory Boards and 
Members of the Central Advisory Boards for Salt having 
knowledge and experience of salt manufacture from a parti- 
cular area may attend the meeting of the Regional Advisory 
Boards for that area. 

(h) A member shall be declared by the Chairman of the
